KDITATIOXAL  IJ  (.IM.ATKJX  OF  1910 

The  year  1910  has  been  a  very  iinjxjrtant  one  so  far  as  ciluca- 
tional  legislation  is  concerned.  A  complete  revision  of  the  Edu- 
cation I-aw  was  enacted,  Ix-ing  chai)ter  140  of  the  laws  of  191a 
This  act  amended  the  luliicati.ai  Law  of  1909,  ^vhich  was  made 
chapter  21  of  the  consolidated  laws,  prepared  by  the  State  IJoard 
of  Statutory  Consolidation  and  pas>e(l  by  the  legislature  of  1900. 
This  lx)ard  ha<l  no  authority  to  proixxe  changes  in  the  sul)stance  of 
the  laws  consoli(Lited.  It  followed  that  the  I'.ducation  i^w  pre- 
pared by  them  preserved  many  of  the  defects  and  inc<nisistencies  of 
foniKT  laws.  The  new  lulucation  Law  was  i)rq)ared  for  the  pur- 
pose of  eliminating  such  defeats  and  of  harmonizing  such  incon- 
sistencies. This  law  witJi  amendments  i)as^e«l  by  tJie  I.egislature 
of  1910  has  been  published  as  I)q>artment  lUilletin  474.  under  date 
of  July  I,  i(;io.  and  will  not  l>e  included  in  this  circular. 

The  so  calle<l  "Rural  Sui)ervi<it)n  Law"  j  L.  1910,  ch.  607]  is 
als<j  a  very  imjM.rtant  enactment.  It  alx)li>hes  the  office  of  school 
ounnu'ssioner  and  substitutes  therefor  the  office  of  district  sui>er- 
intendent.  The  |)n»visi(>ns  of  the  act  will  result  in  more  effective 
supervision  of  comnvm  sclux>ls.  The  text  of  this  act  is  inserted 
herein  in  full. 

Attcnti.  n  is  also  called  to  the  new  Aiuuial  .ScJiool  Mc^eting  Law 
[L.  1910,  ch.  442].  This  law  changes  the  time  of  holding  annual 
school  meetings  from  August  to  May.  The  aiuuial  school  meetings 
for  the  year  ion  will  be  held  on  tln^  first  Tuesday  in  May.  The 
text  of  this  law  is  included  herein. 

W  e  have  include<l  the  titles  of  acts  amending  the  Education  Law 
of  1910  with  a  reference  to  the  sections  ameiKled.  We  have  also 
referred  to  the  other  general  and  local  acts  affecting  education  .% 
chapter  number  and  titles.  * 
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RURAL  SCHOOL  SUPERVISION  LAW 

Laws  of  1910,  chapter  607.  An  act  to  amend  the  Education  Law, 
by  abolishing  the  office  of  school  commissioner,  creating  the  office 
of  district  superintendent  of  schools  and  prescribing  the  powers, 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  such  stiperintendent. 

Became  a  law  June  23,   1910,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three  fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Nciv  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  foUoivs: 

§  I  Article  14  of  chapter  21  of  the  laws  of  1909,  entitled  ''An 
act  reilating  to  education,  constituting  chapter  16  o'f  the  consolidated 
laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  laws  of  1910,  is  hereby 
ameruded  to  read  as  follows : 

Article  14 

DISTRICT   SUPERINTENDENT   OF  SCHOOLS  ;    HIS  ELECTION,   POWERS   AND 

DUTIES 

§  380  Office  of  district  superintendent  of  schools  created.  The 
office  of  district  superintendent  of  schools  is  hereby  created  to  begin 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  19 12. 

§  381  Supervisory  districts,  i  The  territory  embraced  in  the 
school  commissioner  districts  of  the  State  outside  of  cities  and  of 
school  districts  of  5000  population  or  more,  which  employ  a  super- 
intendent of  schools,  shall  be  organized  and  divided  into  supervisory 
districts.  In  the  formation  or  division  of  such  territory  into  such 
districts  no  town  shall  be  divided.  The  territory  of  such  districts 
must  be  contiguous  and  compact  and  towns  shall  be  arranged  in  dis- 
tricts so  that  there  shall  be  as  equal  a  division  of  tlw  territory  and 
number  of  school  districts  as  may  be  practicable. 

2  In  a  county  entitled  to  two  or  more  supervisory  districts  the 
school  commissioner  of  each  school  commissioner  district  in  such 
county  and  the  supervisor  of  each  town  in  such  county  shall  meet 
at  the  county  seat  of  such  count}^  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  April, 
1 911,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  divide  such  county  into  the 
number  of  supervisory  districts  to  which  it  is  entitled. 

3  The  county  clerk  of  such  county  shall  give  10  days'  notice  in 
writing,  of  such  meeting,  to  each  of  such  school  coimmissioners  and 
supervisors.  The  county  clerk  shall  also  call  such  meeting  to  order 
at  the  proper  hour  and  the  school  commissioners  and  supervisors 
present  shall  elect  from  their  number  a  chairman  and  a  clerk. 
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4  A  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  such  meeting  showing  the  super- 
visory districts  formed  and  naming  tlie  towns  composing  each  of 
such  districts  certified  by  the  chairman  and  clerk,  shall  l>e  deposited 
by  tiie  clerk  of  such  meeting  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county 
immediately  after  the  dose  of  the  meeting.  The  C(nmty  clerk  on 
receij/t  of  the  s;uiie  shall  forward  a  certified  coi)y  thereof  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Kducation.

§  382  School  directors.  i  Two  school  director^  shall  be 
elected  for  each  town  at  the  general  election  held  in  the  year  1910. 
One  of  such  directors  sliall  l)c  elected  t(^  serve  until  Linuarv  i, 
I913.  an<l  the  (^tlier  shall  be  elected  to  serve  until  January  i.  iQirS. 
A  director  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  election  in  i(>i_'  and  every 
fiftJi  year  thereafter  and  one  shall  be  elected  in  1915  and  everv  fifth 
year  thereafter.  Tlie  term  of  office  of  the  directors  elected  in  1912 
and  thereafter  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  Lanuary  follow- 
ing their  election  and  continue  for  five  years.  Such  directors  shall 
be  clecte<l  in  the  same  manner  that  town  officers  are  elected  at  town 
rneetings  held  at  the  time  of  a  general  election,  and  the  provi^^ions 
of  the  election  law  relating  to  the  nomination  and  election  of  such 
town  officers  shall  ai>ply  to  the  nomination  and  election  of  such 
directors. 

2  A  school  director  shall  vacate  his  office  by  removal  from  the 
town  or  by  filing  a  written  resignation  with  the  town  clerk.  A 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  school  director  shall  be  filled  by  the  town 
"board  of  the  town  in  which  such  vacancy  exists.  If  the  town  fails 
to  elect  a  director  a  vacancy  shall  be  deemed  to  exist  in  such  office. 
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3  A  school  director  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  not  later  than  30  days  after  the  date  on 
which  he  was  elected  to  office,  shall  take  the  oath  of  office  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution.  Such  oath  may  be  taken  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace  or  a  notary  public,  and  must  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  town. 

4  A  schoc'l  director  shall  receive  $2  per  day  for  each  day's  service^ 
and  his  necessary  traveling  expenses,  and  the  town  board  of  the 
town  for  which  such  director  is  chosen  shall  audit  and  allow  the 
same. 

§  383  Election  of  district  superintendent,  i  The  school  di- 
rectors of  the  several  towns  composing  a  supervisory  district  shall 
meet  for  organization  at  11  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  on  the  third 
Tuesday  in  May  following  their  election.  Such  meeting  shall  be 
held  at  a  place  in  the  supervisory  district,  designated  hy  the  county 
clerk,  at  least  10  days  previous  to  the  date  thereof.  At  the  time  the 
county  clerk  designates  such  place  of  meeting  he  shall  also'  mail  a 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  each  school  director 
of  the  district.  The  school  directors  present  at  such  meeting  shall 
organize  by  electing  from  their  number  a  chairman,  a  clerk  and  two- 
inspectors  of  election.  The  school  directors  at  such  meeting  shall 
designate  a  place  for  holding  future  meetings. 

2  The  school  cHrectors  of  the  several  towns  coimpo'sing  a  *super- 
vising  district  shall  be  a  board  of  school  directors,  and  such  board 
of  directors  shall  meet  at  11  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  on  the  third 
Tuesday  in  August,  191 1,  and  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  June  every 
fifth  year  thereafter,  and  elect  a  district  superintendent  of  schools. 
The  clerk  of  such  boiard  shall  give  each  director  at  least  10  days^ 
notice  in  writing  of  the  hour,  date  and  place  of  such  meeting. 

3  If  such  directors  fail  to  elect  a  district  superintendent  of  schools 
before  the  first  day  of  January  following  the  date  of  such  meeting, 
and  a  vacancy  exists  in  such  office,  the  county  judge  shall  appoint 
such  superintendent  who  shall  serve  until  the  board  of  directors 
shiall  fill  such  vacancy. 

4  In  the  election  of  such  district  superintendent  the  vote  shall  be 
by  ballot  and  the  person  receiving  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  shall 
be  elected.  Each  school  director  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  in  such 
election. 

5  The  clerk  of  such  board  shall  file  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of 
each  meeting  and  each  election,  certified  by  himself  and  the  chair-

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man,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  w  liich  such  meeting 
or  election  is  held  within  three  clays  after  the  close  thereof. 

(>  The  county  clerk  un  receipt  of  notice  of  the  election  of  a  dis- 
trict superintendent  of  schools  in  any  vnpervisory  district  of  his 
county  shall  deliver  to  the  person  elected  a  certificate  of  such  elec- 
tion attested  hy  his  signature  with  the  seal  of  the  county  and  shall 
also  transmit  to  the  I'ommi^-ii  ner  of  h:ducati.  ii  a  duplicate  of  such 
certificate  of  election. 

§  384  Qualifications  of  district  superintendents.  i  To  be 
eligible  to  electitiU  to  the  office  of  district  superintendent  of  schools 
a  person  must  be  at  least  21  years  of  age.  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  and  a  resident  of  tlic  State,  but  he  need  not  be  a  resident  of 
the  supervisory  district  for  which  he  is  elected  at  the  time  of  his 
election.  Such  superintendent  must,  however,  become  a  resident  of 
the  county  containing  the  district  for  which  he  has  Ix^en  elected  on 
or  before  the  date  f)n  which  his  term  of  office  begins,  l-'ailure  to 
acquire  such  residence  will  be  deemed  a  removal  from  the  count  v. 
No  person  shall  be  ineligible  on  account  of  sex. 

2  In  additifin  thereto  he  must  possess  or  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
certificate  auth(»rizing  him  to  teach  in  any  of  the  public  schools  of 
the  State  with<nit  further  examinatii)n  and  he  shall  also  pass  an 
examination  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  on  the 
supervision  of  courses  of  study  in  agriculture  and  teaching  the 
same. 

3  A  (li.slnct  superintendent  who  is  removed  from  office  shall  not 
be  eligible  to  election  to  -uch  office  in  any  suj>ervisory  district  for  a 
period  of  five  year<. 

ij  385  District  superintendent  must  take  oath  of  office.  A  dis- 
trict sui)erintendent  of  schools  before  entering  u\M)n  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  not  later  than  five  days  after  the  date 
on  which  his  term  of  office  is  to  commence,  shall  take  the  oath  of 
office  prescribed  by  the  C"«)nsiitution.  Sucli  rath  may  be  taken  be- 
fore a  county  clerk,  a  justice  of  the  [^eace.  or  a  notary  public  and 
must  be  filed  in  the  oi^icc  of  the  clerk  of  the  count  v. 

§  386  Term  of  office  of  district  superintendent.  The  district 
superintendents  elected  in  igii  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  day 
of  August,  1916.  The  full  term  of  office  of  a  district  superintendent 
of  schools  elected  in  H)iC>  and  thereafter  shall  be  five  years  and 
shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  August  next  after  his  election. 
A  district  superintendent  of  schools  uuvless  removed  shall  hold  office 
until  his  successor  is  chosen  and  qualified.

§  2>^7  Vacancies  in  the  office  of  district  superintendent.  The 
office  of  district  superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  vacant  upon: 

1  The  death  of  an  incumbent. 

2  His  removal  from  office  by  the  Coiiimissioner  of  Education. 

3  His  removal  from  the  county. 

4  His  filing  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  coimty  his  written 
resdgnation. 

5  His  acceptance  of  the  office  of  supervisor,  town  clerk  or  trus- 
tee of  a  school  district. 

6  His  failure  to  take  and  file  the  oath  of  office  as  provided  in 
this  article. 

§  388  Filling  vacancy  in  the  office  of  district  superintendent. 
Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  it  shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of 
the  unexpired  term  by  the  board  of  school  directors.  Upon  direc- 
tion of  the  Coinmissioner  of  Education  the  clerk  of  the  board  in 
which  the  supervisory  district  having  such  vacancy  is  located  shall 
immediately  call  a  special  meeting  of  such  board  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  a  district  superintendent.  The  provisions  of  this  title 
relative  to  the  election  generally  of  a  district  superintendent  of 
schools,  including  notices,  filing  of  the  proceedings  and  all  other 
matters  relating  to  such  an  election,  shall  apply  to  a  special  election 
to  fill  a  vacancy  in  such  office. 

§  389  Salary  of  district  superintendent.  i  Each  district 
superintendent  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  from  the  State  of 
$1200,  payable  monthly  by  the  Coimmissioner  of  Education  from 
moneys  appropriated  therefor. 

2  The  supervisors  of  the  towns  composing  any  supervisory  dis- 
trict may  by  adopting  a  resolution  by  a  majority  vote  increase  the 
salary  to  be  paid  by  such  district  to  its  district  superintendent.  Such 
supervisors  must  thereupon  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors a  certificate  showing  the  amount  of  such  increase.  The  board 
of  supervisors  of  each  county  shall  levy  such  amount  annually  by 
tax  oil  the  towns  composing  such  supervisory  district  within  the 
county. 

§  390  Expense  of  district  superintendents.  The  commissioner 
of  education  shall  quarterly  audit  and  allow  the  actual  sworn  ex- 
pense incurred  by  each  district  superintendent  of  schools  in  the 
performance  of  his  official  duties,  but  the  amount  of  such  expense 
allowed  shall  not  exceed  in  any  year  $300.  Such  expenses  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  from  moneys  appro- 
priated therefor. 
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§  391  Salary  of  district  superintendent  may  be  withheld.  The 
Commis>iuncr  of  Kckicatiuii  may.  ulKnovcr  he  is  sati-ticd  that  a 
district  siii^crintcndcnt  of  sch(x)ls  has  persistently  neglected  to  per- 
form an  official  duty,  withhfld  payment  of  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  such  superintendent's  salary  as  it  sliall  hecome  due  and  he  may 
also  withliold  any  sum  to  which  such  superintendent  shall  be  enti- 
tled for  e.\i)enses  and  the  amount  thus  withheld  shall  \xi  forfeited; 
but  said  commissioner  may  in  his  discretion  remit  such  forfeiture 
in  whole  or  in  part. 

g  392  Removal  of  district  superintendent  from  office.  The 
Commissioner  uf  Kducation  may.  hy  an  order  under  the  seal  of  the 
Education  Department,  remove  a  district  superintendent  of  schools 
from  office  whenever  he  is  satisfied  that  such  superintendent: 

1  Has  been  guilty  of  immoral  conduct: 

2  Is  incom|)ctent  to  i)erform  any  official  duty;  or 

3  Has  persistently  neglected  or  wilfully  refusi-,1  to  perform  any 
lawful  duty  imj)osfd  ujv)n  him. 

S  3'M  District  superintendent  not  to  be  interested  in  certain 
business  or  to  accept  rewards,  et  cetera.  A  district  superintendent 
of  scho<.)ls  shall  not : 

1  Be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  otherwise  than  as  author  in 
tlie  sale,  jniblication,  or  manufacture  of  school  books,  maps,  charts, 
or  school  apparatus  or  in  the  sale  or  manufacture  of  school  furni- 
ture or  any  other  school  or  library  supplies. 

2  Be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract  made  by  the 
tnistees  of  a  sc1uk)1  district. 

3  Be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  agency  or  bureau 
maintained  to  olitain  or  aid  in  obtaining  iK>sitions  for  teachers  or 
sujK^rinteuflents. 

4  Hirectly  or  indirectly  receive  any  emolument,  gift,  pay,  reward 
or  promise  of  pay  or  reward  fur  recommending  or  procuring  the 
sale,  use  or  adoption  or  aiding  in  procuring  the  sale,  use  or  adoption 
of  any  book,  map,  chart,  school  apparatus  or  furniture  or  other 
suj>plies  for  any  scIkhjI  or  library  or  for  recommending  a  teacher  or 
aiding  a  teacher  in  obtaining  an  aj^pointment  to  teach. 

sj  3()4  District  superintendents  not  to  engage  in  other  business. 
A  district  superintendent  of  .'Schools  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to 
the  jx^rformance  <^f  the  duties  of  his  office  and  shall  not  engage  in 
any  other  (nrcupation  or  profession.  Such  time  as  shall  not  neces- 
sarily be  devoted  by  a  district  superintendent  of  schools  to  the  per- 
formance of  the  clerical  and  administrative  work  of  his  office  shall 
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be  devoted  to  the  visitation  and  inspection  of  the  schools  maintained 
in  his  supervisory  district. 

§  395     General   powers   and   duties    of   district   superintendent. 

A  district  superintendent  of  schools  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  he 
his  duty : 

1  To  inquire  from  time  to  time  into  and  ascertain  whether  the 
boundaries  of  the  school  districts  within  his  supervisory  district 
are  definitely  and  plainly  described  in  the  records  of  the  office  of 
the  proper  town  clerk ;  and  in  case  the  record  of  the  boundaries  of 
any  school  district  shall  be  found  indefinite  or  defective,  or  if  the 
same  shall  be  in  dispute,  then  to  cause  the  same  to  be  amended  or 
an  amended  record  of  the  boundaries  to  be  made.  All  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  establishing  such  amended  records  shall  be  a 
charge  on  the  district  or  districts  affected,  to  be  audited  and  allowed 
by  the  trustees  thereof,  on  the  certificate  of  the  district  superin- 
tendent. 

2  To  assemble  all  the  teachers  of  his  district  by  towns  or  other- 
wise on  days  other  than  legal  holidays  when  schools  are  not  in  ses- 
sion, for  the  purpose  of  conference  on  the  course  of  study,  for 
reports  of  and  advice  and  counsel  in  relation  to  discipline,  school 
management  and  other  school  work,  and  for  promoting  the  general 
good  of  all  the  schools  of  the  district. 

3  To  frequently  and  thoroughly  inspect  the  work  done  in  the 
training  classes  maintained  in  his  district  and  to  report  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Education  on  the  efficiency  of  the  instruction  given 
and  the  observation  and  practice  work  done  by  the  members  thereof. 

4  To  hold  meetings  of  trustees  and  other  school  officers  and  to 
advise  with  and  counsel  them  in  relation  to  their  powers  and  duties 
and  particularly  in  relatio'U  to  the  repair,  construction,  heating,  ven- 
tilating and  hghting  of  schoolhouses  and  improving  and  adorning 
the  school  grounds.  To  especially  advise  trustees  .relative  to  the 
employment  of  teachers,  the  adoption  of  textbooks  and  the  pur- 
chase of  library  books,  school  apparatus,  furniture  and  supplies. 

5  To  direct  the  trustees  of  any  district  to  make  any  alterations 
or  repairs  to  the  schoolhouses  or  outbuildings  which  shall,  in  his 
opinion,  be  necessary  for  the  health  or  comfort  of  the  pupils,  but 
the  amount  which  trustees  shall  be  directed  to  expend  in  such  altera- 
tions or  repairs  shall  not  exceed  $200  in  any  one  year. 

6  To  direct  the  trustees  of  any  district  to  make  any  repairs  or 
alterations  to  school  furniture,  or  where  in  his  opinion  any  furni- 
ture is  unfit  for  use  and  not  worth  repairing,  or  when  sufficient 
furniture  is  not  provided,  to  direct  that  such  new  furniture  shall  be 
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provided  as  he  deems  necessary,  but  the  amount  thus  directed  to  be 
expended  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  $ioo. 

7  To  direct  the  trustees  of  any  district  to  abate  any  nuisance  in 
or  on  the  school  grounds. 

8  To  condemn  a  schoolhouse  as  provided  elsewhere  in  this 
chapter. 

9  To  examine  and  license  teachers  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  chai)ter.  lie  shall  also  conduct  such  other  examinations  as  the 
Commissioner  of  I*2ducation  shall  direct. 

10  To  examine  any  charge  affecting  the  niijral  character  of  any 
teacher  residing  or  employed  within  his  district,  and  to  revoke  such 
teacher's  certificate  as  elsewhere  provided  by  this  chapter. 

1  I  To  take  affidavit^  and  administer  oaths  in  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  public  school  system,  but  without  charge  or  fee. 

12  To  take  and  report  to  the  C\jmmi-sioner  of  Education  under 
the  direction  of  such  Commissioner  te>tim(3ny  in  a  case  on  appeal. 
In  such  a  case  or  in  any  matter  or  proceeding  to  be  heard  or  de- 
termined by  the  district  ^ujx'rinteiKlent.  he  may  issue  a  subi)oena 
to  com])eI  the  attendance  of  a  witness,  .^ervicr  «>t  >^uch  sul>i>oena 
siiall  be  made  a  reas(^nable  time  before  the  date  named  therein  for 
the  hearing,  by  exhibiting  the  same  to  the  person  so  served,  with 
the  signature  of  the  district  superintendent  of  schools  attach.ed.  and 
by  leaving  a  copy  there(jf  with  such  j)erson.  The  witness  sliall  be 
entitled  to  receive  at  tlie  time  of  service,  the  same  fees  as  provided 
by  law  for  witnesses  in  a  court  of  record.  Disobedience  to  such 
subj)(;ena  shall  subject  the  delin(|uent  to  a  penalty  of  $2-:,,  which 
shall  be  recovered  by  the  county  trea-^urcr  in  his  name  of  office  for 
the  benefit  of  the  county. 

13  To  exercise  in  his  discretion  any  of  the  [X)wers  and  perform 
any  of  the  duties  of  another  di>strict  sui)erintendent  on  the  written 
request  of  such  other  >ui»erinten(lent.  and  he  must  exercise  such 
powers  and  i>crform  such  duties  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  lulucatic^n. 

14  To  make  such  investigations  and  t<^  make  such  reports  to  the 
Commis'^ioner  of  F^ducation  upon  any  matter  or  act  as  said  Commis- 
sioner shall  from  time  tc^  time  request.  lie  shall  make  an  annual 
report  on  the  first  day  of  Septemlx-r  in  >^uch  form  and  giving  such 
information  as  the  Ci  nimissiciier  of  Education  shall  recjuire.

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§  396  District  superintendent  subject  to  the  rules  of  Commis- 
sioner of  Education.  A  district  superintendent  shall  be  subject  to 
such  rules  and  directions  as  the  Commissioner  of  Education  shall 
from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

§  397  Other  duties  of  a  district  superintendent.  A  district 
superintendent  of  schools  shall,  in  addition  to  the  duties  especially- 
conferred  upon  him  by  this  title,  possess  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  with  which  a  school  commis- 
sioner is  charged  by  law. 

§  398  Appeals  from  acts  of  district  superintendent,  et  cetera.. 
Appeals  from  the  ofificial  acts  of  a  district  superintendent  of  schools^ 
or  from  his  refusal  or  failure  to  act  in  any  matter  in  which  he  may 
legally  act,  may  be  taken  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education.  All 
questions  in  controversy  relating  to  the  election  of  such  district 
superintendent  or  to  the  formation  of  supervisory  district  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  on  proper  appeal^ 
The  provisions  of  article  14  of  this  chapter  shall  apply  to  and  gov-- 
ern  such  appeals  and  decisions  therein. 

§  2  Sections  381  and  382  of  this  article  hereby  amended  shall 
take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1910.  Section  303*  o>f  such 
article  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  April,  191 1.  All  other 
provisions  of  such  article  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 19 12.

§  I  Section  194  of  chapter  21  of  the  laws  of  1909,  entitled  ''An 
act  relating  to  education,  constituting  chapter  16  of  the  consolidated 
laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  laws  of  1910,  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  f  follows : 

§  194  Time  and  place  of  annual  meeting.  The  annual  meet- 
ing of  each  school  district  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May

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in  each  year,  and,  unless  the  hour  and  place  thereof  shall  have  been 
fixed  by  a  vote  of  a  previous  district  meeting,  the  same  shall  be 
held  in  the  schoolhouse  at  7.30  o'clock  in  the  evening.  If  a  district 
possesses  more  than  one  schoolhouse.  it  shall  be  held  in  the  one 
usually  employed  for  that  purpose,  unless  the  trustees  designate 
another.  If  the  district  possesses  no  schoolhouse,  or  if  the  school- 
house  shall  not  be  accessible,  then  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  held 
at  such  place  as  a  trustee,  or,  if  there  be  no  trustee,  the  clerk,  shall 
designate  in  the  notice. 

§  2  Subdivision  6  of  section  303  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

6  The  board  of  education  >hall,  at  the  expense  of  the  district, 
provide  a  suitable  b<x\  in  which  the  ballots  shall  be  deposited  as 
they  are  received.  Such  ballots  shall  contain  the  names  of  the 
persons  voted  for,  and  shall  designate  the  office  for  which  each  of 
sadd  names  is  voted.  The  ballots  may  be  either  written  or  printed, 
or  partly  written  and  partly  printed.  The  insjKctors  immediately 
after  the  close  of  the  i)olls  shall  i)rr>cced  to  canvass  the  votes.  They 
shall  first  count  the  ballots  to  determine  if  they  tally  with  tlie  num- 
ber of  names  recorded  by  the  clerk,  and  if  they  exceed  that  number, 
enough  ballots  shall  be  withdrawn  to  make  them  correspond.  Such 
inspectors  shall  count  the  votes  and  announce  the  result.  The  per- 
sons having  a  j>lurality  of  the  votes  respectively  for  the  .^^everal 
offices  shall  be  elected,  and  the  clerk  shall  record  the  result  of  such 
ballot  and  election  as  announced  by  the  inspectors.
